atrick, after passing an awful night 
ill of anxious forebodings, was able to 
iaoh his family, overjoyed at finding 
lem unharmed.

ENGINEER BEST'S STORY. 


WEST SUPERIOR, Wis., Sept. 4.—Engi-

f mind last Saturday afternoon as it 
would be possible under any ciroum- 
tances. "We were brought face to 
ace with death," he said, "and that is 
11 there was of it. If a man could 
ceep his head under the trying circum- 
tances of that dreadful holacast, he 
need not fear for his self-control ol 
sourage. Soon after leaving Superior 
at 1:15 p. m., I had to light the head- 
ight, owing to the dense smoke which 
turned day into night. The heat, as 
'e approached Hinckley, increased, I 
expected that when we reached that 
)oint that ws would get in the open air 
and escajpe the smoke. My surprise 
was great therefore when we found the 
ire right upon the town. It took but 
a glance to see that the town was 
doomed. The wind was blowing hare 
and the fire leaped through the air 
The people, taken by surprise, were 


plesB. The coming fire seemed more 


like a stroke of lightning. 


"Almost in an instant the town wa 


swept by billows ol flames. We oouli 
not pass Hinokley and there was ni 
USB to look for orders, for oommunioa 
tion was cutoff.

were hundreds of panic stricken peo 
pie who were doomed if they were no 
instantly rescued.

nd wanted me to pull on regardless of 
ufferers at Hincfcley, but of course 
one of us thought of doing such a sc) 
sh, cowardly act 
We got about 400 


'inckley people aboard, maybe more, 
nd slipped off to take others who had 
un up the track. At last we reali/ed 
mt the critical moment had come. We

iany as came to us were taken. A

Two Million New Bevenue Stamps 


Being Matle. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 4 —Two million of 
lie new playing cards revenue stamps 


made necessary by the tariff bill, have 


een printed by the bureau of printing 
nd engraving in tho last two weeks 
'his playing card tax is i revival of the 
Id war tax and is a feature of the new 
evenue act which is making much 
rork for the officials 
Every pack of 


laying cards offered for sale, whether 
t the manufacturers, the wholesale 
.ealers, or the retailers, must have a 
tamp affixed, under penalty of a heavy 
nd, for selling unstamped cards. Con- 
equently the collectors are expected to 
ook over the stock of all stores id their 
listricts where cards are likely to be 
kept, and sees that every pack pays a 
evenue of two cents to the government 
After the stocks now in hand at the re- 
ailera have been sold out, it will be 
easier to collect this tax, because all 
sards can then be stamped m the first 
ilace at the manufacturing establish- 
ments. 
Two varieties of the stamp are 


leing printed, a red stamp, which, be- 
ides the usual heading and denomina- 
ion, hears the words, "On hand August, 
94," and a blue one for regular use 
printed "series of '94" The designs 
are very simple, consisting only of a 
land of cards beside the inscription, 
A change in the plates for all the in- 
erual revenue stamps is being made 
>y the bureau to conform to the new 
aw. The words, "Series of '94," will be 
displayed on all the Revenue stamps 
lereafter. Those already in stock of 
the last series will not be wasted, but 
will have the game words stamped 
across the face, or will be surcharged, 
as the term is.

Monday as a national holiday by the gov- 
ernment of the United States is merely 
one of the proofs of the widening rec- 
ognition by state and nation of the 
dignity of labor and the manhood of 
wage earners. 
In recent legislation 


nothing has been more striking than 
the progress made in this direction. 
Not a year has passed in the last decade 
that laws have not been enacted to 
remedy the grievances of wage earners, 
protect their rights and better their 
condition. 
Labor commissions have 


been created, arbitration tribunals pro 
vided for and statutes passed relalin 
to payment of wages, hours of employ 
ment and so on. Even the legislation 
aimed at trusts has been fir the beneli 
of the workingmen, while the secre 
ballot law passed in so many states wil 
have the eil'eot of emancipating em 
ployes from the domination and intimi 
dation of partisan employes. These ar 
victories of peace. They have been 
won by petition, which all citizens hav 
a right to make under a free govern 
ment. They show that the rights an' 
interests of workingmen are to be pro 
tected and advanced by reasonable sp 
peal to popular sentiment, the polls an< 
legislative halls.

Sonic advanced thinker has sprung a 


startling scheme upon au awe stricken 
world.

Tho chief traders here aro Scotch, 
ud it seems that as soon as they heap 
p a sufficiently mountainous pile they 
ucklc tip aud "gang awo" hamo" to 
10 land of kilts aud flakcp. Tho taking 
f nearly all tho gold out of tho conn- 
ry is, of Course, 'grateful and soothing 
o tho feelings of the canny and care- 
ul Scot, but it is bad for tho people 
•ho havo to live here altogether. An- 
ther thing, tho laborers have to pay 
gold price for the necessaries of life,

bnt without injuring a hair, passed 
through tho open door into the mess- 
room, where it struck the floor and then 
glanced to the ceiling. Then it went 
througha wooden bulkhead an inch thick 
into a room 25 by 42 feet, where 40 
men were sleeping in hammocks. 
It 


killed six of them outright aud wotrad- 
ed six others, three of whom died, after 
which it passed through a steel bulk- 
head 5 inches thick and ended its course 
by striking » battery outside, in which 
it made a dent nearly two inches deep. 
It was filled with sand. Had it released 
deadly gases no one knows what dam- 
age it might havo tlono. 


A 450 pound missile from a 10 inch 


gun in the same fort struck the same 
vessel on its 8 inch armor. It hit square 
on a bolt 
Tho shell did not pierco tlio 


armor, but burst outside tho vessel. 
It 


drove the bolt clear through, and in its 
flight the bolt struck an 8 inch gun, 
completely disabling it. 
Such is the 


power of the smaller sized guns.

diem as it needs, and this amount is 
placed in tanks. Then the water is shut 
off. If tho family uses it up by noon, it 
gets no more until the next day unless 
it can borrow of its neighbor. There is 
no waste. The water is all measured 
and pniil for. 
V»»th three times our 


population London does not use one- 
third ns much wntcr ns Chicago does, 
simply because tho water is not wasted. 


In Chicago tho city furnishes fho wa- 


ter, nnd every one is fieo to do with it 
what he plr-wcs, and the re-sull is an- 
archy in water. 
The man on tho third 


story has no rights tho man 911 the sec- 
ond is bouud to respect, and tho man on 
tho first floor cheats both of them by 
running water via tho sewers into tlio 
river and lake. So long as there is dis- 
regard of human rights by human hogs 
this waste will continue, and those on 
tho upper stories will suffer becanso 
those on lower stories are running water 
nil day to cool their rooms or to flood 
their lawns—'in other words, are letting 
millions of gallons run into tho sowers 
without being used at all.—Chicago 
Tribune.
